Mrs. Richey was 
flying in the same race in another 
ship. 
Most witnesses agreed that Mrs. 
Marsalis' craft dived into the ground 
after it was caught in the backwash 
of five other speeding planes as it 
banked after a turn around a pylon 
in the 58-mile feature race. 
Mrs. 
Marsalis was on the fourth lap of 
the five-lap race when the accident 
occurred. 


Dies In Few Minutes. 


She was still alive when she was 
extricated from the wreckage but 
died within a few minutes. 
The 


plane did not burn. 
Frank Kwollery, a farmer who 


witnessed the crash, reported: 
"Mrs. Marsalis made a sharp 
bank. She seemed to dip down as 
she straightened out. She appar- 
ently misjudged her distance for she 
crashed to the field, with her motor 
full on and when she hit the plane 
rolled over a dozen times. 
"It finally came to a stop about 


200 feet from where she hit. I help- 
ed her out of the wreckage and she 
appeared to be almost dead." 


Mrs. Marsalis, who made her home 
at Garden City, L. I., was the wife 
of Ailliam Marsalis, a transport pilot 
for a Transcontinental Air Line. 
They were divorced at Augusta, Ga., 
on August 1. 
With the possible exception of 


Mrs. Ruth Nicholas, Mrs. Marsalis 
was believed to have had more fly- 
ing hours to her credit than any 
other woman flyer.

ed cities, where employment 
no 


•longer exists for them and from 
the drouth-striken marginal lands 
where they are now unable to make 
a living. 


And in the glacier National Park 
last night, the president painted its 
glories to the country and urged 
Americans to "see America first." 


Defends Course 


Mr. Roosevelt conceded that in 


the great outpouring 
of federal 


funds which his administration has 
authorized, 
the sparsely-populated 
states of the west and northwest 
have had more than their propor- 
tionate share. He conceded that the 
people of other states have been and 
are being taxed to provide these 
funds. But he defended it on the 
ground of broad national outlook. 
Ultimately he said, the teeming mil- 
lions of industrial centers and the 
poor thousands of less fortunate ag- 
ricultural regions must find new 
homes, new hope and new interests. 
And where he asked, can they find 
them but in the west, with its vir- 
tually untouched resources and lim- 
itless possibilities? 
"Many families in the days to 
come" he said "will, I am confident, 
thank us this generation for pro- 
viding small farms in which they 
will at least be able to make an hon- 
est and honorable livelihood." 
This was after he had painted a 


glowing picture of the west as a re- 
sult of power and reclamation devel- 
opment

Just 
as the army was lined up to take 
the oath to Hitler on command of 
the Reichswehr, minister just so the 
German people will be lined up to 
say "yes" to an accomplished fact. 
They must answer' the following 


questions on the ballot, which was 
published today: first comes a cab- 
inet decree making Hitler president 
and then: 
Dost-thou, German man and thou, 
German woman, approve the de- 
cision made by these laws?" 
There is a place to mark "yes" 


and a place to mark "no." No one 
pretends that if the majority voted 
"no" Hitler would resign. Thus the 
plebiscite cannot in any way be re- 
garded as an election, and the Ger- 
man people have no illusions on 
that score. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
best 
neutral 
opinion is that even a genuinely free 
expression of the popular will would 
give Hitler today a better than ma- 
joroty vote despite a palpable dim- 
inution of popular enthusiasm for 
him. 
The fact is that there is little en- 
thusiasm for anything left in Ger- 
many at this moment, but there is 
even less enthusiasm for a move- 
ment against Hitler than there is 
for Hitler.

DAYTON, Ohio, Aug. 6.—The 


tragic death of Mrs. Frances H. 
Marsalis, famous woman flyer, 
who was killed before a large 
crowd at the National Women's 
Air Races yesterday when her 
biplane 
ploughed 
into 
the 


ground going at full speed, was 
to be investigated by depart- 
ment of commerce inspectors 
today, 
Among those who witnessed her 


violent death was Helen Richey, of 
McKeesport, Pa., with whom Mrs. 
Marsalis established the women's en- 
durance refueling record at Miami, 
Fla., last' winter. Mrs. Richey was 
flying in the same race in another 
ship. 
Most -witnesses agreed that Mrs. 


Marsalis' craft dived into the ground 
after it was caught in the backwash 
of five other -speeding planes as it 
banked after a turn around a pylon 
in the 58-mile feature race. Mrs. 
Marsalis was on the fourth lap of 
the five-lap race when the accident 
occurred. 
Diet In Few Minutes. 


She was still alive when she was 


extricated from the wreckage but 
died within a few minutes. 
The 


plane did not burn. 
Prank Kwollery, a farmer who 


witnessed the crash, reported: 


"Mrs. Marsalis made a sharp 


bank. She seemed to dip down as 
she straightened out. She appar- 
ently misjudged her distance for she 
crashed to the field, with her motor 
full on and when she hit the plane 
rolled over a dozen times. 
"It finally came to a stop about 


200 feet from where she hit. I help- 
ed her out of the wreckage and she 
appeared to be almost dead." 


Mrs. Marsalis, who made her home 


s.t Garden City, L. I., was the wife 
of Ailliam Marsalis, a transport pilot 
for a Transcontinental Air Line. 
They were divorced at Augusta, Ga,, 
on August 1. 


"With trie possible exception of 


Mrs. Ruth Nicholas, Mrs. Marsalis 
was believed to have had more fly- 
ing hours to her credit than any 
other woman flyer. 


In 1932 set her first endurance 


refueling record •with Mrs. Louise 
Thaden when she remained aloft 
above Long Island for eight days, 
four hours and five minutes. 


Mrs. Marsalis was in her early

The big "club" in Governor Ol- 


son's order was his statement that 
vehicles owned or operated by em- 
ployers who agree to be bound by 
the Haas-Dunnigan proposal will be 
permitted to operate. 


Employers who fail to agree to the 


federal mediators' proposals can- 
not operate trucks. 


To Bring Peace. 


"The order," said Governor Olson, 


"is designed to bring about com- 
plete peace in Minneapolis and to 
give the warring factions an oppor- 
tunity to arrive at a settlement. 
'The main endeavor of the guard 


is to prevent-bloodshed and preserve 
law and order. 
"This order will expose the chisel- 


ers. Citizens will then knqw where 
the fault rests for this situation and 
will take such action with reference 
to patronage as the citizens believe 
advisable. 
"We' will also increase our efforts

It is apparent today that the whip 


of propaganda has lost Its stimulus 
for the German public. Yet there is 
not the faintest chance that the 
"plebiscite" on August 19 will fail 
to give Hitler 
an overwhelming 


vote. 


The last plebiscite, after Germany 


left the League of Nations, gave 
Hitler more than forty million votes 
for his foreign policy. That made 
95.1 per cent, while some two million 
voters, 4.9 per cent, voted against 
him. 


Plebescite Result Certain 


Now it is expected the official re- 


turns of the new plebiscite will 
amount to better results. 
For the 


plebiscite is really only comparable 
to the swearing in of the army. Just 
as the army was lined up to take 
the oath to Hitler on command of 
the Eeichswehr, minister just so the 
German people will be lined up to 
say "yes" to an accomplished fact. 


They must answer' the following 


questions on the ballot, which was 
published today, first comes a cab- 
inet decree making Eitler president 
and then: 
Dost -thou, German man and thou 


German woman, approve the de- 
cision made by these laws?" 
There is a place to mark "yes' 


and a place to mark "no." No one 
pretends that if the majority voted 
"no" Hitler would resign. Thus the 
plebiscite cannot in any way be re- 
garded as an election, and the Ger- 
man people have no illusions on 
that score. 
Nevertheless, the 
best 
neutral 


opinion is that even a genuinely free 
expression of the popular will would 
give Hitler today a better than ma- 
joroty vote despite a palpable dim- 
inution of popular enthusiasm for 
him. 


The fact is that there is little en- 


thusiasm for anything left in Ger- 
many at this moment, but there is 
even less enthusiasm for a move- 
ment against Hitler than there is 
for Hitler.

They were divorced at Augusta, Ga., 
on August 1. 
With the possible exception of 
Mrs. Ruth Nicholas, Mrs. Marsalis 
was believed to have had more fly­ 
ing hours to her credit than any 
other woman flyer.

For the 
plebiscite is really only comparable 
to the swearing in of the army. Just 
as the army was lined up to take 
the oath to Hitler on command of 
the Reichswehr, minister just so the 
German people will be lined up to 
say “yes” to an accomplished fact. 
They must answer the following 
questions on the ballot, which was 
published today: first comes a cab­ 
inet decree making Hitler president 
and then: 
Dost thou, German man and thou, 
German woman, approve 
the de­ 
cision made by these laws?" 
There is a place to mark “yes” 
and a place to mark “no.” No one 
pretends that if the majority voted 
“no” Hitler would resign. Thus the 
plebiscite cannot in any way be re­ 
garded as an election, and the Ger­ 
man people have no illusions on 
that score. 
Nevertheless, 
the 
best 
neutral 
opinion is that even a genuinely free 
expression of the popular will would 
give Hitler today a better than ma- 
joroty vote despite a palpable dim­ 
inution of popular enthusiasm for 
him.

TOKYO DISAPPOINTED 


Disappointment is expressed In Japan over failure of President 


Roosevelt to make specific mention of Japanese-American relations in 
his Honolulu speech or to say anything that could be interpreted as 
holding out the olive branch to Japan. 


Instead of doing this the president confined himself largely to 


American matters, praising the army and the navy and emphasizing the 
defensive purposes of military establishments in Hawaii. 


There was no particular reason why the president should have 


made any direct reference to Japanese--American relations. Washington 
has stressed the fact that it has no designs upon Japanese rights in the 
Pacific or elsewhere, and this has been revealed in the policy it has pur- 
sued. The decision to increase the American navy to treaty strength 
was not contrary to this policy any more than have been the defensive 
measures it has projected in the Pacific. 
Policies followed by Japan 


in recent years—especially Japanese aggression in China in violation 
of treaties—may have been a factor in some of America's defensive moves. 
But what the United States has done was done as a precaution and 
not as a threat. 


Japan has shown that it doesn't understand soft words. Any peace 


gesture from the United States, in all probability, would be misunder- 
stood in Tokyo and interpreted as indicative of weakness on the part 
of the United States. Weakness in any nation that lies in the path 
of expanding Japanese ambitions is an invitation to aggression. 
This 


was conclusively demonstrated in the case of China. 


The president did not make his trip into the Pacific in an effort 


to court favor with Tokyo because of apprehension here concerning Japan. 
He went for the rest and relaxation the trip would afford him, and, 
perhaps, to learn at first hand about conditions in the Pacific relating 
to American security. 


The United States has sought to co-operate with Japan in that 


part of the world, only to see Japan violate its promises and pursue pol- 
icies threatening to American interests. It desires the best of friendly 
relations with its Pacific neighbor. 
The fostering of this will continue 


to be its aim, but the duty rests upon it, at the same time, to take all 
proper steps for self-protection.

PYMATUNING DAM DEDICATION 


C 


OINCIDENT with the planning of the formal dedication of 


the Pymatuning dam on August i 7, is the completion of the 


paved highway leading from Jamestown to the dam. The route 
was opened for traffic during the past week. 


Heretofore, it has not been such a pleasant trip to the dam, 


because of the condition of the last two or three miles of the site. 
Now, the road completion gives all motorists an excellently im- 
proved highway right to the dam. 


Already thousands have travelled the new paving and they 


[will be followed by increasing thousands, week by week. 


Making the trip to the Pymatuning area is a good thing for 


residents of this city and county. While the dam is not as yet 
providing a lake of the immensity that will eventually develop, 
it has backed up billions of gallons of water in the huge reser- 
voir, and stands there as a guarantee of a permanent adequate 
iwater supply for the Shenango valley, and New Castle. 


The full value of this improvement is not as yet realized 


here. The dedication of the dam will emphasize, in some way, 
the worth of the enterprise to this district. 


But, once the era of expanding industry comes back, the 


fact that this valley has a guaranteed water supply, adequate 
for all purposes, despite drought conditions, is going to mark 
this section as one to derive great benefit. 


The men of this valley who have worked for many years 


to achieve the completion of the Pymatuning project, certain- 
ly cannot be too highly lauded on August 1 7. 


The dedication will mark another formal step in the pro- 


gram of the Pymatuning development that will make gratify- 
ing history here.

TOKYO DISAPPOINTED 


Disappointment is expressed In Japan over failure of President 


Roosevelt to make specific mention of Japanese-American relations in 
his Honolulu speech, or to say anything that could be interpreted as 
holding out the olive branch to Japan. 


Instead of doing this the president confined himself largely to 


American matters, praising the army and the navy and emphasizing the 
defensive purposes of military establishments in Hawaii. 


There was no particular reason why the president should have 


made any direct reference to Japanese'-American relations. Washington 
has stressed the fact that it has no designs upon Japanese rights in th 
Pacific or elsewhere, and this has been revealed in the policy it has pur 
sued. The decision to increase the American navy to treaty strengt 
•was not contrary to this policy any more than have been the defensiv 
measures it has projected in the Pacific. 
Policies followed by Japa 


in recent years—especially Japanese aggression in China in violatio 
of treaties—may have been a factor in some of America's defensive moves 
But what the United States has done was done as a precaution an 
not as a threat. 


Japan has shown that it doesn't understand soft words. Any peac 


gesture from the United States, in all probability, would be misunder 
stood in Tokyo and interpreted as indicative of weakness on the par 
of the United States. Weakness in any nation that lies in the patr 
of expanding Japanese ambitions is an invitation to aggression. This 
was conclusively demonstrated in the case of China. 


The president did not make his trip into the Pacific in an effor 


to court favor with Tokyo because of apprehension here concerning Japan 
He went for the rest and relaxation the trip would afford him, anc 
perhaps, to learn at first hand about conditions in the Pacific relating 
to American security. 


The United States has sought to co-operate with Japan in tha 


part of the world, only to see Japan violate its promises and pursue pol. 
icies threatening to American interests. It desires the best of friendl; 
relations with its Pacific neighbor. 
The fostering of this will continue 


to be its aim, but the duty rests upon it, at the same time, to take al 
proper steps for self-protection.

these is scheduled to be withdrawn before the end of August.

O IN C ID E N T with the planning of the formal dedication of 
the Pymatuning dain on August 1 7, is the completion of the 
paved highway leading from Jam estow n to the dam. 
1 he route 


was opened for traffic during the past week. 
Heretofore, it has not been such a pleasant trip to the dam, 
because of the condition of the last two or three miles of the site. 
Now, the road completion gives all motorists an excellently im ­ 


proved highway right to the dam. 
Already thousands have travelled the new paving and they 
will be followed by increasing thousands, week by week. 
Making the trip to the Pymatuning area is a good thing for 
residents of this city and county. 
While the dam is not as yet 
providing a lake of the immensity that will eventually develop, 
it has backed up billions of gallons of water in the huge reser­ 
voir, and stands there as a guarantee of a perm anent adequate 
w ater supply for the Shenango valley, and New Castle. 
The full value of this improvement is not as yet realized 
here. 
The dedication of the dam will emphasize, in some way, 
the worth of the enterprise to this district.

D isappointm ent is expressed in Jap an over failure of President 
Roosevelt to make specific m ention of Japanese-A m erican relations in 
his Honolulu speech or to say anything th a t could be interpreted as 
holding out the olive branch to Japan. 
Instead of doing this the president confined him self largely to 
Am erican m atters, praising the arm y and the navy and emphasizing the 
defensive purposes of m ilitary establishm ents in Hawaii. 
There was no particular reason w'hy the president should have 
m ade any direct reference to Japanese»-American relations. W ashington 
has stressed the fact th a t it has no designs upon Japanese rights in the 
Pacific or elsewhere, and this has been revealed in the policy it has p u r­ 
sued. 
The decision to increase the American navy to treaty strength 
was not contrary to this policy any more th an have been the defensive 
m easures it has projected in the Pacific. 
Policies followed by Japan 
in recent years—especially Japanese aggression in China in violation 
of treaties—may have been a factor in some of America’s defensive moves. 
B ut w hat the United States has done was done as a precaution and 
not as a threat. 
Japan has shown th a t it doesn’t understand soft w’ords. Any peace 
gesture from the United States, in all probability, wrould be m isunder­ 
stood in Tokyo and interpreted as indicative of weakness on the part 
of the United States. 
W eakness in any nation th a t lies in the path 
of expanding Japanese ambitions is an invitation to aggression. 
This 
was conclusively dem onstrated in the case of China. 
The president did not make his trip into the Pacific in an effort 
to court favor with Tokyo because of apprehension here concerning Japan. 
He wrent for the rest and relaxation the trip would afford him, and, 
perhaps, to learn at first hand about conditions in the Pacific relating 
to Am erican security. 
The United States has sought to co-operate with Jap an in th at 
p art of the world, only to see Japan violate its promises and pursue pol­ 
icies threatening to American interests. 
It desires the best of friendly 
relations with its Pacific neighbor. 
The fostering of this will continue 
to be its aim, but the duty rests upon it, at the same time, to take all 
proper steps for self-protection.

This is a case which called into 


question the right of the 
county 


commissioners to charge $600 per 
year for looking after the affairs of 
the poor district in addition to their 
salaries of $3000 as county commis- 
sioners. The original 
action was 


brought against former 
Commis- 


sioners T. J. McCullough, Calvin 
Boyd and P. O. Elder, whom it was 
alleged had been overpaid to the 
extent of $600 each. 


The commissioners had been draw- 


ing that amount for looking after 
the poor business, but it was claim- 
ed that under a more recent act of 
the legislature they were not 
en- 


titled to it. When the action was 
brought the present county commis- 
sioners had been paid about 
$400 


each on the current year, but 
no 


more was drawn pending a decision 
of the court. It was held that they 
were not entitled, under the new act, 
to the $600. Boyd and McCullough 
have each paid back to the county, 
the $600 which they 
had 
drawn. 
Commissioner Woods has paid back 
the "amount which he had 
drawn 


around $400. Conners 
and

have each paid 
a part of the 


amounts which they have been over- 
paid, and say that they expect to pay 
the balance.

bedesked opera house disappointed. 


There had been rumors in official 


circles that the Beichsleader would 
seize this opportunity to assure the 
world of Germany's peaceful atten- 
tions, to allay the 
rising 
fear 


throughout Europe that with Von 
Hindenburg gone he might embark 
upon some startling adventure. 


Hd did not do so. Instead he de- 


voted his fourteen minute speech to 
a eulogy of Germany's warrior- 
statesman that began with his ca- 
reer as a young army officer and 
carried him through the World war 
and to his death at the family estate 
at Neudeck. 


Thrust At Former Kaiser 


"Von Hindenburg," said Hitler, 


who had once served as a private 
and then as a corporal in his armies, 
was "the symbol of a Germany that 
cannot be destroyed, always rejuv- 
enating the spirit of the nation". 


There was a brief thrust at the 


former Kaiser and by inference at 
otheir of Germany's civilian leaders 
who deserted her in the post-armis- 
tice days when she was in grave 
peril. 


"If the political leadership of Ger- 


many had been equal to his (Von 
Hinderburg's) 
military leadership 


Germany would have been spared 
the gravest humiliation", said Hit- 
ler. 


And a moving appeal, addressed 


first, to the deputies and then to the 
entire German nation: 


"Peputies of the German Beich- 


stag! Men and women! 
German 


folk! "In this woeful hour I beg all 
to now look from the passing mo- 
ment into the future. Let this 
strong conviction enter our hearts; 
Beichspresident Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg is not dead. He lives, 
for since he died he Is moving about 
us among the immortals of our na- 
tion surrounded by great spirits of 
the past as the eternal protector of 
the German Reich and her people." 


Services Ended 


On this note Hitler concluded his 


address. 
Gen. Hermann Wilhelm 


Goering, who as president of the 
Beichstag had opened the memorial 
services in the opera house, work-

Von Papen Attends 


The brown-shirted members of the 
Reichstag and other storm troopers, 
guests inside the opera house at the 
memorial services, were overtones 
in the symphony unrolling before 
the Reichsleader and members of his 
cabinet. 
Completing the picture were black- 


clad diplomats and some members 
of the government. 
Vice-chancellor Von Papen was 


there in a top-hat. Gen. Goering was 
there in a field gray uniform and 
goebbels, minister of 
propaganda, 


and Hitler himself in Brown uni- 
forms of the storm troopers. 


The huge chandelier in the center 


of the opera house was swathed in 
crepe through 
which the 
lights 
showed dimly. Before the tribune 
from which Hitler spoke was a huge 
bust of Von Hindenburg. 


The bust itself showed the lines 


on the old field marshal's face that 
indicated the determination with 
which he had clung to life in recent 
years that he might be of further 
service to the fatherland. 
In beginning Hitler paid a glowing 


tribute to Hindenburg as a symbol 
of German "Indivisibility". He 
closed with a request that the Ger- 
man nation would not believe that 
Hindenburg was dead. 
"He lives," said the Reichsleader. 


"He lives and his spirit will always 
be with us. 
May God give us 


strength to carry on in the name of 
this patron of the German nation." 


A nervous shuffling and coughing 


had preceded Hitler's appearance in 
the opera house. The scene of flow- 
ers—funeral wreaths—hung heavily 
over the assembly on an almost un- 
bearably sultry day. 
While the deputies, inside the 


opera house, had listened in tense 
silence to the memorial services, 
outside the German people, sacri- 
ficing their lunch hour and braving 
a drizzling rain, stood silently bare- 
headed and listened to Hitler's 
memorial speech. 
A network of radio broadcasts 


gave every man woman and child in 
Germany a share in the ceremonies. 
The Berlin crowds massed in the 
four great squares of the city. 
Hitler's entry brought the deputies 


and other spectators to their feet 
with the Nazi salute. 
- 
Before the Reichsfuehrer spoke 


and-again as he concluded almost 
eerie music from a concealed or- 
chestra gave a truly funeral but; 
beautiful aspect to the services. 


Close Streets To Traffic 


When he finished speaking Hitler 


sat through one of his favorite wag- j 
nerian operatic passages from Sieg- i 
fried's death scene. The music end- 
ed he departed, prepared to hasten 
to Tannenberg where tomorrow he 
will pay a last honor to Von Hm- 
denburg in the name of a sorrowing 
nation. 
The rain drummed steadily as the 


crowds stood patiently along the 
Wilhelmstrasse in Berlin waiting lor 
Hitler to pass en route to the Kroll 
opera house where the all-Nazi 
Reichstag had gathered to greet its 
leader who was now the nations 
ruler. 
The entire section of the city was 


closed to traffic and the rerouting 
of automobiles caused jams through- 
out the inner city. 
Historic Brandenburg t h r o u g h 


which the emperors passed was com- 
pletely closed save for a centreway 
which was reserved for the chancel- 
lor's car alone. The city was a vast 
field of halfmasted flags.

la the matter of the report of 
County Controller, R. C. McCoslin 
Tor 1832, showing the amounts paid 
to county commissioners in excess 
of their salaries of $3000, for looking 
after the affairs of the poor district, 
Attorneys 
Wylie 
McCaslin 
and 
Clarence 
Patterson, 
representing 


taxpayers who appealed from the 
report, presented a petition in court 
to-day, asking that an issue be 
framed in which the County of Law- 
rence should be plaintiff and com- 
missioners, A. E. Conner, F. R. 
Woods and P. O. Elder, defendants. 
This is a case which called into 
question the right of the county 
commissioners to charge $600 per 
year for looking after the affairs of 
the poor district in addition to their 
salaries of $3000 as county commis- 
sioners. The original 
action was 


brought against former 
Commis- 
sioners T. J. McCullough, Calvin 
Boyd and P. O. Elder,, whom it was 
alleged had been overpaid to the 
extent of $600 each. 


The commissioners had been draw- 


ing that amount for looking after 
the poor business, but it was claim- 
ed that under a more recent act of 
the legislature they were not en- 
titled to it. When the action was 
brought the present county commis- 
sioners had been paid about 
$400 
each on the current year, but no 
more was drawn pending a decision 
of the court. It was held that they 
were not entitled, under the new act, 
to the $600. Boyd and McCullough 
have each paid back to the county, 
the $600 which they had 
drawn. 
Commissioner Woods has paid back 
the "amount which he had 
drawn 
around $400. Conners and 
Elder 


have each paid 
a part of the 


amounts which they have been over- 
paid, and say that they expect to pay 
the balance. The petition to have an 
issue framed is for the purpose of 
bringing the matter to a final con- 
clusion. Unless settlements are made 
in the meantime, the case will come 
up for trial. It is believed, however, 
that the amount of the surcharge 
will be paid without recourse to trial.

The Reichsleader will not partici- 


pate in tonight's midnight proces- 
sion to the battlefield of Tannen- 
berg when the old field marshal's 
body will be carried from his estate 
at Neudeck to his final resting place. 
"Instead, with Gen. Goering and 


War Minister Von Bloberg he took- 
off in a trl-motored plane at 4:15 
this afternoon for Marienburg, plan- 
ning to motor across the rolling 
country" to the historic Fincken- 
stein castle where Napoleon Bona- 
parte spent the winters of 1806 and 
1807 while directing his campaigns 
against Prussia and Russia. There 
he will be the overnight guest of 
Count Hermann Dohna. 


GERMAN NATION PAYS 
HINDENBURG TRIBUTE 


(Continued Prom Sage One) 


piness and peace .and protect them 
from the disaster of war." 
Speaks To Reichstag 


In a brief funeral oration, deliv- 


ered under intensely dramatic cir- 
cumstances to an assembled Reich- 
stag in' the Kroll opera house, the 
man who had assumed the presiden- 
cy upon Von Hindenburg's death 
and upon whom the eyes of the 
world are now fixed, declared: 
"I here fulfill the truth when I 


point out before German folk in 
deep thanksgiving the immeasurable 
service which the general field mar- 
shal rendered through lending his 
name to enable the unification of 
the best elements of Germany's past 
and the much-yearned-for better- 
ment of the future." 
Earlier in his address, Hitler had 


recalled the fact that it was Von 
Hindenburg who had summoned 
him to power as chancellor when 
discordant political elements threat- 
ened the Reich with disaster. 


"It was President Von Hinden- 


burg", he told an audience which 
listened with rapt attention while 
his words were carried not only to 
every German hamlet but through- 
out the world by radio, "who wit- 
nessed the miracle of German resur- 
rection under the new national So- 
cialist rule". 


Many Nations Represented 


In the diplomatic gallery repre- 


sentatives of more than a score of 
nations, including American Ambas- 
sador William E. Dodd, who had 
looked for some word perhaps that 
would give them guidance as to the 
direction German foreign policy 
would not pursue, left the crepe- 
bedecked opera house disappointed. 


There had been rumors in official 


circles that the Reichsleader would 
seize this opportunity to assure the 
world of Germany's peaceful atten- 
tions, to allay the rising fear 
throughout Europe that with Von 
Hindenburg gone he might embark 
upon some startling adventure. 


He did not do so. Instead he de- 


voted his fourteen minute speech to 
a eulogy of Germany's warrior- 
statesman that began with his ca- 
reer as a young army officer and 
carried him through the World war 
and to his death at the family estate 
at Neudeck. 


Thrust At Former Kaiser 


"Von Hindenburg," said Hitler, 


who had once served as a private 
and then as a corporal in his armies, 
was "the symbol of a Germany that 
cannot be destroyed, always rejuv- 
enating the spirit of the nation". 
There was a brief thrust at the 


former Kaiser and by inference at 
other of Germany's civilian leaders 
who deserted her in the post-armis- 
tice days when she was in grave 
peril. 


"If the political leadership of Ger- 


many had been equal to his (Von 
Hinderburg's) 
military leadership 


Germany would have been spared 
the gravest humiliation", said Hit- 
ler. 


And a moving appeal, addressed 


first to the deputies and then to the 
entire German nation: 


"Peputies of the German Reich- 


stag! Men and women! 
German 


folk! "In this woeful hour I beg all 
to now look from -the passing mo- 
ment into the future. Let this 
strong conviction enter our hearts; 
Reiehspresident Field Marshal Von 
Hindenburg is not dead. He lives, 
for since he died he Is moving about 
us among the immortals of our na- 
tion surrounded by great spirits of 
the past as the eternal protector of 
the German Reich and her people." 


Sendees Ended 


On this note Hitler concluded his 
address. 
Gen. Hermann Wilhelm 


Goering, who as president of the 
Reichstag had opened the memorial 
services in the opera house, work- 
men having not yet completed re-

Von Fapen Attends 


The brown-shirted members of the 


Reichstag and other storm troopers, 
guests inside the opera house at the 
memorial services, were overtones 
in the symphony unrolling 
before 
the Reichsleader and members of his 
cabinet. 
Completing the picture were black- 


clad diplomats and some members 
of the government. 
Vice-chancellor Von Papen was 


there in a top-hat. Gen. Goering was 
there in a field gray uniform and 
goebbels, minister of 
propaganda, 
and Hitler himself in Brown uni- 
forms of the storm troopers. 
The huge chandelier in the center 


of the opera house was swathed in 
crepe through 
which the 
lights 


showed dimly. Before the tribune 
from which Hitler spoke was a huge 
bust of Von Hindenburg. 
The bust itself showed the lines 


on the old field marshal's face that 
Indicated the determination 
with 


which he had clung to life in recent 
years that he might be of further 
service to the fatherland. 
In beginning Hitler paid a glowing 


tribute to Hindenburg as a symbol 
of G e r m a n "Indivisibility". He 
closed with a request that the Ger- 
man nation would not believe that 
Hindenburg was dead. 
"He lives," said the Reichsleader. 


"He lives and his spirit will always 
be with us. 
May God give us 


strength to carry on in the name of 
this patron of the German nation." 


A nervous shuffling and coughing 
had preceded Hitler's appearance in 
the opera house. The scene of flow- 
ers—funeral wreaths—hung heavily 
over the assembly on an almost un- 
bearably sultry day. 
While the deputies, inside the 


opera house, had listened in tense 
silence to the memorial services, 
outside the German people, sacri- 
ficing their lunch hour and braving 
a drizzling rain, stood silently bare- 
headed and listened to Hitler's 
memorial speech. 
A network of radio broadcasts 


gave every man woman and child in 
Germany a share in the ceremonies. 
The Berlin crowds massed to the 
four great squares of the city. 
Hitler's entry brought the deputies 


and other spectators to their feet 
with the Nazi salute.

Before the Reicnsfuehrer spoke
